Two Women Condemned to Death. -After a 


three days’ trial at the Old Builey, the two prisoners in what 
has been knownas the Islington Baby Farm Case were found 
guilty of murder and sentenced to death by Mr. Justice 
Jatling. ‘Their names are Annie Walters, fifty-four, nurse. 
of Danbury Street; Islington, and Amelia Sach, twenty- 
nine, also described as a nurse, of Claymore House, East 
Finchley. Evidence for the prosecution showed that last 
August a young unmarried woman went to Sach's * home’’ 
and was there confined. Twenty-five pounds was paid to 
Sachs for the adoption of the child, and the same day it 


was transferred to Walters, who was arrested later 
at Kensington with the murdered body of the baby 
in her arms. Counsel for the prosecution described 


the charges against the two prisoners as of extreme 
gravity. For some time, he asserted, they had been 
in close alliance, and had made a practice of obtaining 
sums of money from young women on promising to adopt 
infants. In many cases the money had been paid over, and

Leyton Murder Case.—On Tuewliy an enormous 
evowd congregated at Lambeth Police Court, when the 
migisterial inquiry into a charge of triple murder pre- 
ferred aginst Edgar Edwards, or Owen, was begun. 
Edwards, who is thirty-five, and described as a grocer, was, 
it will be remembered, arrested on a charge of murderous! 
assauitipg a man named John Garland; and during their 
investigations the goes discovered the mutilated remains 
of a Mr. and Mrs, Darby and their infant daughter buried 
in the garden of a house at Leyton, of which Edwards had 
lately become the tenant. Mr. Arthur Gill, who prosecuted 
for the Treasury, spoke for over an hour, and theoretically 
reconstructed the crime. From minute inquiries by 
the police, he said, it appeared that Edwards first made the 
acquaintance of Mr. and Mrs. Darby by means of an adver- 
tisement requesting offers for the purchase of their grocery 
business at 22, Wyndham Road, Camberwell. Edwards 
entered into negotiations, and it would be shown on bebalf 
of the Crown that, having obtained temporary possession 
of the Darbys’ bouse and property, he murdered them with 
some heavy instrument, probably a sash-weight, afterwards 
cut:ing up and conveying the bodies to Leyton, where they 
were found. The case (counsel remarked) was one of 
circumstance, there being no witnesses of the actual 
murder, oor was there, so far, anyone forthcoming who 
suw the prisoner in the company of the deceased persons; 
but (he added) it is possible to prove details, motive, time, 
and plaee, the manner in which the crime was committed, 
and the steps subsequently taken to conceal its traces. 


Mrs. Darby's Sister in Court.—Mrs. Alice 
Baldwin, of Gaywood Road, Clapton, said that the late 
Mrs. Darby was her sister. She last saw her and Mr. 
Darby about the middle of November. On Dec. 3 she 
went to 22, Wyndham Road, in answer to a letter from her 
sister. The prisoner came in, and, in answer to her 
inquiry, said, ** They are gone.” Mrs. Baldwin replied that 
she could not understand it, and then Edwards remarked 
that be had bought the business for £30 down and was 
quite satisfied with it. He further said the furniture was 
Jocked im the .ooms upstairs, and that he believed the 
Darbys had gone to some friends. {Mrs, Baldwin was 
greatly surprised «t «11 this, asshe had no idea her brother- 
in-law meant to sell so soon. Witness then identified 
revera) articles of furniture found in Edwards's house at 
Leytop as having been the property of Mr. and Mrs. 
Darby 1t Wyndham Road.’ Police-Constable Hughes said 
he and „nother officer dug up the garden at Leyton. At 
the depth of 4ft. 6n, they found six sacks and a bundle. 
The sacks contained the bodies, and the bundle con- 
sisted of a bloodstained carpet and tablecloth. Other 
witnesses gave evidence to support the police theory 
that the crime was committed on Dec. 1, and then the 
landlord of 22, Wyndham Road testified to having gone 
there 90 Dec. 35. He saw Edwards, who said he was the 
vew tenant, having bought the business. Witness told 
him be could not have the tenancy, and warned him rot to 
bring in any goods. He afterwards made an appointment 
by letter to meet Mr. Darby, who did not appear, but the 
prisoner evidently knew the contents of his letter, and 
remarked that be felt surprised that Mr, Darby did not 
turo up. The further bearing of the case was then 
adjourned
